Information Disclosure Statement 


1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 06/1 1/02 was filed after the 
mailing date of the Application on 06/1 1/01 . The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 


2. Claims 38-49 are newly added. 

3. Claims 26-49 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 26-49 are allowed. 

5. Claims 26-30, 34-35 are considered allowable since none of prior art and information 
disclosure statement made of record teach or suggest the claimed limitations having a capacitor 
comprising an atomic layer deposited conductive barrier layer to oxygen diffusion between the 
first and second electrodes as recited in claim 26. Claims 31-36 are considered allowable since 
none of prior art and information disclosure statement made of record teach or suggest the 
claimed limitations having a capacitor comprising a conductive barrier layer to oxygen diffusion 
over the first electrode wherein the barrier layer containing a chemisorption product of first and

second precursor layer. Claim 37 is allowed since none of prior art teach or suggest a capacitor 
having a barrier layer including palladium or palladium alloys as a chemisorption product of first 
and second precursor layers. Claims 38-42 are allowed since none of prior art teach or suggest a 
capacitor containing an atomic layer depositing metal-containing conductive layer between the 
first and second electrodes. Claims 43-49 are allowed since none of prior art teach or suggest a 
capacitor containing a metal-containing conductive material over the first electrode wherein the 
material comprising a chemisorption product of first and second precursor layers. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Chi, U.S. Patent No. 6174770 discloses a capacitor similar to present invention.
